Help encourage future quality-of-life investments

A couple of weeks ago, I wrote that 
since there are currently no federal 
or provincial grants available for a 
potential new community centre, the town 
will continue to lobby for a policy change and 
for funding. 

Now, I am asking for your help with this 

As the federal election started, Federation 
of Canadian Municipalities (FCM) ramped 
up its lobbying effort calling on all parties to 
focus on initiatives to "strengthen Canada's 

At the website Hometownproud.fcm.ca, 
FCM outlines a campaign to ask people to 
endorse their “roadmap” for strong cities and 
strong communities. It advocates for long¬ 
term, predictable and sustainable investment 


in local roads, bridges and water/waste water 
infrastructure. It also suggests increased 
funding for public transit, for social/afford¬ 
able housing, for local policing and for emer- 


While "strong communities" need these 
elements, FCM seems to stop short of what a 
“hometown” or a community means. 

So, while Pelham council has worked 

traditional infrastructure — roads, bridges 
and pipes — we have also worked to improve 
the quality of life for all. We understand that 
community is about a sense of place, about 
our joint heritage and shared histories, and 
about community activities and events. 

FCM should also recognize that strong 
hometowns are about people — people 
coming together, interacting, celebrating, 
playing and remembering. 


So, during this federal election, please 
ask your local candidates to ensure that the 
Canadian government will also help fund 
improvements to our quality of life — like 
new recreational and cultural facilities. 

Last Thursday, I participated in an 
Ontario Ministry of Economic Development, 
Employment and Infrastructure consulta¬ 
tion about how the province should invest 
$15 billion over 10 years for "moving Ontario 
forward” outside the Greater Toronto and 
Hamilton Area. 

I commend the Ontario government for 
working in partnership with regions and 
communities to design programs and identify 
projects that will drive economic growth and 
address critical local infrastructure needs. 
Officials suggested potential investments 
in roads, bridges, public transit, high-speed 
internet access, and natural gas access. 


During the session, I also advocated for 
funding for community and recreational 
facilities. I reminded the parliamentary 
assistant and ministry staff that the province 
helped fund community facilities during the 
first round of stimulus grants and I encour¬ 
aged them to add this criterion for future 

Please help by also offering this feedback at 
the provincial consultation website at www. 
ontario.ca/infrastructureconsultation before 
Sept. 18. 

With your help, we can assist both the fed¬ 
eral and provincial governments to develop 
policies and programs to help fund future 
quality of life investments — like a potential 
multi-faceted community centre.

Shipwrecks - 
James B. Eads

W hile the steamer James B. Eads 
had not yet been through the 
Welland Canal when it was in a collision 

eventually become a frequent trader 
through the local waterway. 

On June 7,1915, James B. Eads of 
Pittsburgh Steamship Co. collided with 
the package freight carrier Chicago on 
the St. Clair River. The former was sent to 
the shipyard for repairs and, while it was 
there, the company decided to install a 
new pilothouse and crew quarters. 

James B. Eads dated from 1894 and 
had worked as a package freight car¬ 
rier and ore carrier but later came to 
Canada for the grain trade. It was one of 
the earliest travellers through the fourth 

bound for the first time on June 15, 1931, 
well before the waterway was officially 
opened. 

James B. Eads served Upper Lakes 
Shipping for many years before being 
slowly scrapped at Port Weller Dry Docks 
from 1963 through 1967.

COMMUNITY: Gearing up for school puts a strain on the poor 

Back-to-school needs found at food banks

Back to school for kids 
means back to food banks for 
many moms and dads. 

Never mind advertised spe¬ 
cials on classrooms needs, for 
many people living in poverty 
this is the month to start getting 
pens, pencils, paper and other 
school supplies from the same 
agencies to which they turn to 
put food on the table. 

"It’s a time we see parents 
needing more of our services," 
said Hope Centre executive 
director Mark Carl. 

“If you’re living in poverty, 
there’s no extra money there 
for school supplies.” 

For the first time, the 
Welland agency this season has 
partnered with Canadian Tire 
Financial Services’ Jumpstart 
Charities to provide a Snacks 
N’ Sneakers program. A simi¬ 
lar program has been provided 
through Community Care of St. 
Catharines-Thorold. 

In addition to the corpo¬ 
rate support, Hope Centre is 
requesting monetary aid from 

don made through www.the- 
hopecentre.net or at 570 King 
St will provide a child with one 
week’s supply ofhealthy snacks 
or a new pair of sneakers; $50 
covers snacks, sneakers and a 
new backpack. 

Not only are educational 
supply costs more the respon¬ 
sibility of parents, demands for 
how they clothe their children 
has changed since they went to 

"Kids need two pairs of shoes 

and outdoor shoes," Carl said. 

Children registered through 
Hope Centre will get shoes 
Aug. 24. 

Carl said his agency helps 
to meet the needs of about 400 
children each month. 

The need for related food 
bank aid climbs in late August 
and early September 

"People use the money they 
normally have for food for sup¬ 
plies for back to school,” Carl 
said of those who can cover 
some back-to-school expenses 


Food banks across south Nia¬ 
gara share a common need for 
school lunch items that include 
real fruit juice boxes, fruit cups,

The Fifth St. mission is again 
preparing students with school 
backpacks and an assortment 
of supplies, possibly enough to 
catertotheneedsof250to300 
of the children it serves. 

The mission has run its back¬ 
pack program for elementary- 
aged students for the past 12 
years, with the support of Giant 
Tiger, which will mn its toonie 
fundraising campaign Aug. 21 
to Sept. 6. Vanderklok said it 
typically raises $3,000 for back- 


to-school needs. 

Staples is now also pitching 
in to the mission’s effort, and 
assisting with a similar Port 
Cares backpackprogram. 

Open Arms started its back- 
to-school assistance program 
last Tuesday. To get a back¬ 
pack, people need to drop in at 
the mission Thesday to Friday 9 
a.m. to 11:45 a.m. until the last 
day of August. Photo ID, proof 
of income and proof of address 
is required. 

Pelham Cares last year 
handed out about 35 backpacks 
with supplies, and expects need 
to be the same this year 

Client services co-ordinator 
Lori Grande, who Wednesday 
updated the donation needs list 
at PelhamCares.org, said her 
agency requires more “packa- 
ble'Tunch items. 

“We really do appreciate 
more of that this time of year,”

for Port Cares. 

The Port Colbome agency 
is also requesting donations 
of backpacks, lunch bags and 


school supplies. 

Shelby Hemingway, Port
